DENVER—(AP)—Gen. Dwij-ht 


. D. Eisenhower promised the na- 
, lion's farm journal editors today 
. that if elected president he would 


neek the "finest brains" in the 
country to help solve the prob- 
lem of agriculture. 


At at early morning breakfast 


• meeting Eisenhower said he did 


not pretend to have specific an- 
swers to all the specific prob'lems 
that face America today. 


Then he added: 
"The most I have is a deter- 


mination, if the people want me 
for a higher duty, to approach the 
problems with the help of the finest 
brains in the country." 


Asks Advice 


Then the general asked the edi- 


tors to sit down with him some- 
time and help him to understand 
all the problems that face the na- 
tion's farmers today. 


The breakfast meeting was Eis- 


enhower's first public appearance 
since he arrived in Denver Sunday 
for his final drive for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination. 


The editors are members of the 


American 
Agriculture 
Editor's 


association. 
They represent farm 


magazines and journals with a 
combined circulation of around 
20,000,000. They are here on part 
of an annual tour of rural areas. 


The general cancelled all other 


appearances for the day to devote 
some time to polishing his golf 
game, a steak dinner with news- 
men and a quiet evening with his 
family. 


Tuesday he will officially open 


his headquarters In the Brown 


Palace hotel here ana plunge into 
the stretch fight for the nomina- 
tion. 


Over the weekend, the general 


gave a generous sample of what 
can be expected in the days to 
come. 


He gave three talks in Detroit, 


held an unusual Sunday morning 
news conference, conferred with 
Republican delegates, and then 
flew here to receive a roaring wel- 
come from tens of thousands of 
people. 


"No Deal" Man 


Developments popped forth in 


rapid-fire order as Eisenhower 
made these moves: 


1. Labeled himself "strictly a no- 


deal man" without politic-Hi com- 
mitments in his fight for the presi- 
dency. 


2. Scrapped the two carefully 


prepared speeches of his advisers 
and struck out in Detroit in off- 
the-cuff talks to convince the peo- 
ple in his own way. He said if an 
"honest, decent approach" isn't 
enough—then there is nothing more 
he can do. 


3. Strongly defended the joint 


chiefs of staff and in effect sai<} 
he wouldn't bring Gen. Douglas 
Mac-Arthur into the government if 
lie, Eisenhower, were elected pres- 
ident—statements which put him 
directly at odds with Sen. Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio, his major oppon- 
ent for the GOP presidential nom- 
ination. 


4. Repeated that the Democrats 


must be dumped from power and 
implied he was just the man who 
could do it.

The Payne-Brewster contest is 


one of five to be settled. There Is 
a three-way Republican race for 
gubernatorial nomination between 
State Senator President Burton M. 
Cross. Executive Council Chair- 
man Leroy F. Hussey. and former 
State Sen. Neil S. Bishop. 


Competing for the 
Democratic 


senatorial nomination are former 


State Sen, Roger P. Dube and Earl 
S. Grant, a Portland business col- 
lege president. 


The other contests are for Dem- 


ocratic nomination to 
Congress. 


The three Republican U. S. rep- 
resentatives are unopposed for re- 
nomination. 


To Name Georgia 
Governor lo Cast 
Delegate Votes 


ATLANTA— (AP)—A slate head- 


ed by Gov. Herman Talmadge will 
be named today to cast Georgia's 
28 Democratic National Conven- 
tion votes for Sen. Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia. 


The Democratic State Executive 


Committee will pick 36 official del- 
egates and as many alternates, 
and perhaps as many as 200 "hon- 
orary" delegates. 


In addition to supporting Russell 


for the presidential nomination, the 
delegation will be instructed to 
fight any strong civil rights plank.

"preserve freedom of action," and 
at today's session, the committee 
probably will recess until after the 
convention.

American Award* "Empty," Often Given on Debatable

I agree with an English journalist who wrote an essay on the 


emptiness of American "awards" for "services to humanity 
be- 


stowed on hand-picked honorees by g«mi-public organizations, often 
for ulterior motives on debatable grounds. My Fleet Street colleague 
was discussing the latest royal honors list, including a roster of So- 
cialist party hacks who eagerly grovelled at the 
throne and so on down to the traditional postal 
clerk and the cockney char who got bits of ribbon 
to swank with in the queues. Most of these were 
petty. The best on the list were shameful in the 
sence that a Marxist who can be had for a riband 
to wear on his coat repudiate! himself and makes 
even his opponents queasy. 


But, alter all, these baubles did come from the 


throne and, to Britons, recognition from the crown, 
however trite, still is an honor from on high. But 
they have been inflating their honors for a long 
time. Edward got up the Victorian Order not to w«thrm>» 
honor his mother, nor indeed, anyone, but to gratify tradesmen and 
other vulgarians who were socially unfit for the ancient frats. 
Ef- 


forts have been made to put these things above price, but history 
plainly has it that the highest degrees were sold by the crown, and 
nowadays the prevailing political party nominates the new Knights 
and Dames. This accounts for the large number of iron and fish- 
mongers, retail merchants and brewers—in a word, the Lipton who 
have contributed to party funds. 


The lesser trinkets also go to clerks who have toiled in the 


bureaus of Whitehall, some, in these latter days, to the detriment 
of Britain's solvency and internal order. 
However, their few gold 


medals from learned societies are still coin of the finest metal where- 
as, in our country, the traffic in medals, scrolls and plaques is con- 
ducted almost exclusively to raise money and to stimulate the ban- 
quet trade in winter. It is sparked, as the AP jargon has it. by the 
banquet managers of the Waldorf, which dominates this dressy 
commerce, the Concourse Plaza and the hotel where Arnold Roth- 
stein got what he had coming and La Boca now has her pied-a-terre. 


The emptiest of these, because it could not have been emp- 


tier, was a "citation" presented to a business corporation by the 
New York County Council of the Veterans of Foreign Wars in a cere- 
mony at Madison Square Garden. John P. O'Connell, the commander, 
inherited this "award" as unfinished business from the previous ad- 
ministration and decided to revoke it as being unwarranted, and 
therefore, with solemn sounds signifying nothing, gravely handed the 
company's agent a rolled, blank sheet of paper. 


Two years ago, the Williamsburg Settlement. Inc., of Brooklyn, 


an organization which I naturally had associated with chapped hands, 
chipped fingernails, aching knees and good works among the poor, 
rather than with politics, astounded some of our citizens with a cere 
mony at which Clare Boothe Luce, the great religious leader, leaped 
out into space, grabbed a chandelier and skun the cat with a lyrical 
adulation of La Bocca Grande as the first day of the world. I found 
It hard to reconcile these compliments with Clare's previous extrava. 
gant expressions to the contrary. 


Last winter, to my surprise, I 


was invited to sit on a jury to se- 
lect for the Williamsburg gold 
medal "An American who has dis- 
tinguished himself in the service 
of the underprlvileges and who 
best typifies the American way 
of life."

way of the varsity letter. I recall 
that the same late Garfield, at the 
height of his Red political phase, 
got a gold medal from Isidore 
Lipschutz, the operator of a per 
sonal espionage system called the 
non-sectarian 
Anti-Nazi 
league. 


Mr. Llpschutz and the chief of his 
secret service decided that Gar- 
field had rendered "conspicuous 
service in support of better under- 
standing between Americans oi 
different 
religions 
and 
racia 


groups." 


The details were not stated in 


the press and the assumption thai 
our people were at daggers drawn 
over race and religion was propa- 
ganda for the Lipschut/. league 
which would have to fold if these 
dormant qualities were left to die.

The difference is about 1,800 


points. If one of the opponents 
manages to meld out (unlikely, bu:

2,200 points. 


This is ordinarily too big a risk 


to take. Even if your partner can 
meld three more canastas (which 
is very unlikely), that is still only 
about 900 or 1,000 points, and you 
are risking a much bigger loss.

It is said that a person who be- 


comes seasick is first afraid he 
is going to die and a little later 
afraid he is not. 


This njay be an exaggeration, 


but certainly no one who has had 
a real experience with being sea- 
sick, airsick, or carsick, has any 
pleasant memories of the occasion. 


For purposes of this discussion 


these experiences can be'grouped 
together and called motion sick- 
ness. Although it is miserable, no 
one ever dies of motion sickness. 


Nevertheless, if 'this condition 


could be prevented or relieved it 
would not only save a lot of suf- 
fering, but in some cases would 
bring about more important re- 
sults. 


During the war, for example, 


many madly needed sailors and air- 
men were more or less put out of 
action because of seasickness or 
airsickness. 


Many people can adjust to the 


motion of ship, airplane, or car 
and get over it. Gaining "sea legs," 
it is called. But it is a real prob- 
lem. 


In one study of this subject from 


Canada, it was reported that a se- 
rious problem of airsickness. ex- 
isted during flying training, partic- 
ularly during early training in the 
elementary air observer or bomb- 
ing and gunnery school stages. 


In this investigation, 825 men 


were swung back and forth in dif- 
ferent body positions. The 
fre- 


quency of "airsickness" symptoms 
depended partly on the position of 
the body when it was swung and 
partly on the way in which the 
eyes could be used to keep a sense 
of position. 


It was concluded that the inner 


ear was most important but that 
the eyes played a big part in mo 
tion sickness. 


Many attempts have been made 


to find 
a drug which would pre< 


vent or at least improve the symp- 
toms of motion sickness. Recently, 
a drug called dramamine (one of 
the antihistamine family) has been

Care 'of Flowers 
For Show Use Is 
Announced Today 


The methods recommended for 


preserving flowers so that they 
will keep in the best of condition 
for the flower show varies with 
different authorities, according to 
Mrs. J. R. McDaniel who is co- 
chairman of the Dixon Rose Fes- 
tival which opens in Dixon next 
Thursday afternoon at 2 o'clock at 
the Loveland Community House. 


The more elaborate 
methods 


recommend the addition of various 
chemicals to the water 
for the 


longest preservation, for example: 
clematis, three tablespoons of al- 
cohol and a pinch of soda to two 
quarts of water; ferns, submerge 
under water for 
12 hours and 


shake well; forget-me-nots, plunge 
in hot water, 
then 
cold, eight 


drops oi alcohol to one pint of 
water; ins. three drops of oil of 
peppermint to one quart of water; 
lilies except water, lilies, one-half 
cup of vinegar to two quarts of 
water; peonies, three tablespoons 
of sugar to one quart of water; 
poppies, burn end of' stem, 
one 


handful of rock salt to two quarts 
of water; and roses, two table- 
spoons powdered alum and two 
tablespoons of salt to one quart of 
water. 


Another authority gives the fol- 


lowing advice about hardening 
blooms—cut in early morning or 
late afternoon, put in damp, cool, 
dark cellar with no drafts or no 
ice cubs. Use a sharp knife, cut 
obliquely for flower 
cutting and 


put in warm water. 
Shrubby 


plants should be put in as water 
hot as the hand can stand. 
Soft 


steins should be put in one inch of 
water not so hot and then make 
a fresh cut and put in warm 
water. Poppies, sear in boiling 
water or 
hold 
vertically 
over 


flame to char them and put in 
hot water. 


Finally there is the 
authority 


that scoffs at all preparations for 
preserving flowers. 
He merely 


recommends that the flowers be 
picked in the bud, stripped of the 
lower two-thirds of the leaves and 
plunged into deep water for sev- 
eral hours preferably overnight.

Regulations Planned Curbing 
Threat of Anthrax in State 


URBANA—Illinois livestock may 


soon receive additional protection 
against antluax. 


A repoit fiom the Univeisity of 


Illinois College of Veterinary Medi- 
cine says new regulations curbing 
the importation of law bone meal 
are now being planned by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 


Under the proposed regulations, 


raw bone meal could still be im- 
polled into the United States, but 
the meal would go directly to pio- 
cessing plants wheie it would be 
treated to destioy any disease or- 
ganisms it might contain. And 
only steamed ,or special steamed 
bone-meal or dicalcium phosohate 
would be used in mixed feeds. 


Need for moie stringent bone 


meal impoitation laws became ap- 
parent this spring after anthrax 
had struck many herds of hogs and 
cattle on faims in Illinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Indiana and Ohio. Sci- 
entists at University of Illinois and 
other laboratoties found anthrax 
spoies in taw imported bone meal 
that was being fed to the animals. 


Staff members of the University 


of Illinois College of Veterinary 
Medicine, piacticing veterinarians 
and state livestock sanitary offi- 
cials stiongly favor the proposed 
new laws.

nist Ho Chi Minh. 


Clear* Air 


Norodom's drastic action appar- 


ently aimed at clearing up a con- 
fused situation in which the Cam- 
bodia government, while officially 
working with the French had 
shown leanings toward the Com- 
munist-led rebels. 


The Premier's Derhocratic party 


had pushed for immediate and 
complete independence from the 
French. Norodom appeared to be 
striving, instead, for French mili- 
tary and political support for his 
kingdom.
